As disclosed, the 
addition of a fastening means would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention, as such would interfere with the intended usage of 
such inventions. Helt et al. disclose one piece floatation devices which extend between 
the legs, and having fastening means, however, modification so as that they are of 
multiple piece construction as claimed would destroy the teachings of Helt et al.
